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A-G rules out appeal 
against grinning child 


killer's soft sentence

A CALLOUS child killer who 
walked out of court grinning will 
not serve a single extra day in jail 
after Attorney-General Yvette 
D’Ath decided not to order an ap- 
peal against his paltry sentence. 

In a case which outraged 
Queensland, Matthew Scown 
(left), dubbed the “Grin Reaper”, 
served less than three years jail for 
the horrific manslaughter of four- 
year-old Tyrell Cobb (right). 

Despite Premier Annastacia 
Palaszczuk slamming Scown and 
Ms D’Ath admitting there was 
growing public concern about 
sentences for child killers, The 
Courier-Mail can reveal that 
Scown’s sentence will not be 
appealed, on advice from the 
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Office of the Director of Public 
Prosecutions. 

Ms D’Ath had the power to 
overrule the DPP’s advice and 
push on with an appeal. 

The decision pushes law and 
order to the centre of the election 
campaign, with One Nation lead- 
er Steve Dickson slamming it as 
“just disgraceful”.
